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Daddy of Twelve Points

At the intersection of Lafayette avenue, Maple avenue and North Thirteenth street is the 
northside business district known as Twelve Points. Sixty years ago it was a struggling young 
community of only a handful of residents, and was for the most part all in fields and orchards. 

But one young man had big ideas for this part of town, and through his foresight, ag- 
gressiveness and years of hard work, became known as the “daddy of Twelve Points.” Walter 


Phillips was a dreamer, al- 
though a practical one, a pro- 
moter,

It all began back in 1889 
when young Phillips was a| 
deputy surveyor and one of 
his jobs was to survey and 
lay out in lots all the land 


owned by a Mr. Smith from ! 
N.Y. MES 


Watertown, 
Smith’s property included all 
the land on the east side of 
U. S. 41 to the railroad from 
Maple avenue to Lost Creek, 
and on completion of the 
task, Smith offered the young 
surveyor his choice of the 
lots. Phillips and his young 
bride selected the lot at the 
corner of Lafayette and 
Grand avenue, bought 
one next to the corner, and 
in 1890 built their first home, 
which still stands as one of 
the landmarks of the locality. 

For a time Walter Phillips 
served as deputy recorder in 
Levi Hughes’ office, then 
held the office of recorder 
for a term, and now and then 
he would sell a lot or two 
for Mr. Smith. 

Found Real Interest. 

Around 1897 he decided 
his real interest was in the 
development of his neighbor- 
hood, and he embarked upon 
a career in real estate in 
which he was active until 
shortly before his death in

1939. His wife and business © 


partner, Mrs. Fanny Phil- 
lips, managed the business 
until her death in 1950 at the 
age of ninety-one. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Phillips were 
reared on farms north of 
town, and the house where 
she was born, and which is 
still standing, was built by 
her grandfather, Denny, in 
1818. The bricks were hand- 
made at the site. 


According to Mrs. Phillips, 
“The oldest building that was 
in Twelve Points when we 


came to town was an old 


frame building where the ho- 
tel is today. At that time it | 
was a grocery and saloon | 
run by a German fellow 
named Petri who was later 
killed by an armed bandit | 
in the store. After his death, 
Mrs. Petri sold the place and 
built a house across Maple 
avenue for her and her chil- 
dren. (This is the site of the 
new filling station.)

“We bought our supplies at 
a general store operated first 
by Mr. Phillips’ father and 
later by his brother, Branch. 
This was on the corner where 
the bank is, and across Maple 
avenue was the old Smith 
home which Mr. Phillips 
moved back on the lot across 
the alley when he built his 
first building which housed 
Nate Wallace’s grocery store. 


“Soon after that, he built 
next door, moved the grocery 
there and Charles West 
opened his drug store on the 
corner. the oldest firm still 
in business in Twelve Points. 
In May, 1951. Hank West, 
Charles West’s son. cele- 
brated the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the store’s beginning.” 

Mr. Phillips was in the 
building business in earnest 
by that time and during the 
next several years he made 
rapid strides toward his goal. 
He bought al! the property 
south of West’s to the second 
alley and filled it with build- 
ings in which many early 
businesses flourished. On this 
south corner of his property 
was the first post office in 
Twelve Points. On the east 
side of Lafayette, George 
Stump operated »a» grist mill 
on n the land between the pres- 
illips avenue. 


“Had Li Livery St: Stable. 


Phillips bought all the lots 
on this side of the street to 
the old Northside Bakery, 
and many will remember his 
livery stable where the Gar- 
field theater is today. The! 
building which housed the | 
ten cent store, Owl Drug and 
Citizen’s Market was the last 
building Walter Phillips 
erected. He had formed the 
nucleus for the northside dis- 
trict, and was fortunate 
enough to live for many years 
and witness the fruits of his 
labors as Twelve Points grew 
and prospered. 

With a little, bearded p 
lishman, a Mr. Norris. 
operated the first E ae 
block business out on the | 
Fort Harrison Road, and these $ 
blocks went into most of a 
building which he did during 
his career. 

At one time everything 
from Maple to Buckeye and 
Thirteenth to the C&EI tracks | 
was called the Lincoln place, 
owned by Mr. Doak and his 
son of the Lincoln Real 
Estate Co. 

There were no sidewalks 
and the streets were dirt, too. | 
In the early 1900’s Kid Kiser 
had a beer garden at Thir- 
teenth and Maple with tables 
under the trees and a high 
board fence all around it. 
He later sold it to Marshall 
Meyers. 

Swalls and Swander had 
the first dry goods store in | 


Twelve Points. Bert Nosler 
had a hardware, store in the 
point across from the bank. 
Boyer had a job printing 
shop, and where the North- 
side Bakery was located was 
originally the Badgely Dry 
Goods store. 
Entertainment Center. 


At Thirteenth and Phillips 
was the Airdome where they 
had an outdor stage for vau- 
deville shows. The first week 
it opened it rained every 
night, but people took um- 
brellas and sat in the rain. 


There were several early 
barbershops. John Morrow 
had one, Fred Roberts had 
the old Star Shop, and a 
woman barber, Mrs. Sparks, 
and her son conducted a 
thriving business 

Out in front of the old 
Nosler storeroom where the 
bank is now was a pump 
where people got a drink 
from an old iron ladle and 
passed the time of day. 


Old timers can remember 
when all the land back of the 
bank was Lou Ketchum's 
cherry orchard and there was 
a skating rink in the middle. 

Karly in their history the 
northside settlers banded to- 
gether to win improvements 
for their community. They 
battled for paved streets and 
for a high school of their 
own—and were successful. 
Garfield was completed in

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Twelve Points boosts own image 


Northside shopping 
area attracting 
new merchants 
and customers

Past weeks have been filled with news of 
Terre Haute’s changing downtown, but 
downtown is not alone in the improvement 
derby. 

Twelve Points, that little part of Terre 
Haute on the city’s northside, has taken on 
a new approach to boost business in its 
area and to become “a neighborhood 
shopping center,” according to David 
Tatem, president of the Twelve Points 
Greater Northside Association, Inc. 

With the shopper in mind, the association 
sought out and is to receive new sidewalks 
and streetlights (like those newly installed 
downtown) via the Terre Haute City Coun- 
cil. 

Already installed is a small park at the 
corner of Lafayette Avenue and Maple 
Avenue for shoppers to rest and relax while 
visiting Twelve Points. 

But the real change lies in the old Twelve 
Points Hotel. 

Of this cornerstone of the area, Tatem 
said, “In 1972 the hotel was fully rented and 
quite an active thing. 

“But it began to lose tenants to the point 
that there was no one left in the hotel. 

“Charles Cody purchased it in 1974 and 
had intended on fixing it up, store by store. 
He had fixed 1283 (one of the storefronts 
within the hotel), was working on 1281 
(another storefront) and had finished an 
apartment upstairs when he was found 
beaten to death in the hotel. His sister then 
inherited it and it stood empty. 

“The merchants had not been pulling 
together very well until that time.” 

Many of the merchants believed, Tatem 
continued, “If the hotel folds then the 
Twelve Points Shopping Center is in 
danger of folding.” 

In an effort to keep that from happening, 
the merchants began by leasing the 
storefronts in December of 1975 in order to 
decorate the empty building for Christmas, 
Tatem said. 

In October of 1976, the merchants asso- 
ciation purchased the old hotel and began 
remodeling and repairing the building. 

Tatem said the building needed a new 
roof, new walls and extensive remodeling, 
and that the association now has about 
$40,000 invested in its renovation. 

But, Tatem proudly announced, “All 
store fronts are now rented. Seven new 
businesses have moved into the hotel: the 
Shoe Stop, H&R Block, Jerrydon Produce, 
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This is the old Twelve Points Hotel with its new face, stiuated on the corner of Maple 
and Lafayette Avenues. Several new shops have located in it since merchants

Ralow Ceramics, Fortress Studios, the 
Treasury Bible Book Store, and William 
Teeguarden, attorney. 

“Plans include remodeling the upstairs 
into apartments, boutiques, or offices.” 

Tatem said, “The immediate plan is to 
keep all buildings occupied.” 

The association hasn’t stopped with the 
hotel's renovation, however. 

Working in conjunction with Duane 
Sorensen, director of the Center for Eco- 
nomic Development at Indiana State 
University, the association has drawn up 
plans to change all the storefronts to ap- 
pear as stores of the 1890’s to 1920's era, 
Tatem said. 

However, he added, such renovation 
would depend on the independent 
cooperation of each businessman. 

Tatem said they (the businessmen) have 
had somewhat of a problem with the park- 
ing situation, though there is free parking 
on the street and a lot available for 
customers to use. 

The problem is that the entrance to the 
lot is considered by the businessmen to be 
an alley while the city considers it to be an 
easement. 

What this means, Tatem said, is that the 
association has had difficulty getting the 
city to repair the entrance. 

“It needs a dry well or a drainage system 
at the entrance to keep puddles from form- 
ing during heavy rains,” Tatem said. 

“But President of the City Council Jack 
Neaderhiser has been working on the prob- 
lem. 


“All we need to solve all our parking 
problems,” Tatem concluded, “is the sup- 
port of the merchants and the cooperation 
of the city.”

| One road travels north, bisected by one 

traveling west and another that leads north- 
east. Where these streets meet, a small but 

| significant triangle is formed. That triangle 
is surrounded by the 12 corners of the inter- 
secting streets. Those corners are the foun- 
dation of what Terre Hauteans know as 
Twelve Points, according to Doris Tilford of 
Tilford’s Variety Store, a merchant of 
Twelve Points. 

Dorothy J. Clark reported in a Sunday 
edition of the Terre Haute Tribune-Star that 
Walter Phillips is the founding father of the 
Twelve Points business district. 

Of Phillips, Clark said, “Phillips was a 
dreamer, although a practical one, a pro- 
moter, a hard-headed businessman and a 
man of many skills.” 

Clark credits Phillips with the Twelve 
Points beginning, saying, ‘‘Sixty years ago 
it was a struggling young community of 
only a handful of residents, and was for the 
most part all in fields and orchards.” 

Clark said Phillips constructed many of 
the buildings that stand today. 

An outdoor vaudeville stage, a skating 
rink in the middle of a cherry orchard, and 
an outdoor beer-garden at the corner of 
Thirteenth Street and Maple Avenue were 
all once part of the Twelve Points business 
district, Clark said. 

These businesses were started in the 
early 1900s but faded away over the years 
as new construction began to change the 
Twelve Points area, Clark continued. 

Today Twelve Points, working with the 
buildings that were constructed in that era, 
is again changing.

New store fronts, a park and more park- 
ing facilities are all signs of the changing 
times.

Earlier this week the Terre Haute Board of Public Works and Safety agreed 
to listen to public comment. 

The board announced more than a week ago plans to install left-turn lanes 
throughout the Twelve Points business district were being considered. 

A map had been prepared for the proposed alterations in traffic flow and 
it was published in The Star on May 19. 

City officials felt it would improve traffic flow through the area and relieve 
congestion at peak times if left-turn lanes were installed. It sounded fine until 
it was revealed some 25 parking places would have to be taken to accomplish 
the program. 

That's when public reaction came. 

The Twelve Points business district has been a part of Terre Haute for 
many, many years and has some historical significance. 

Merchants there form a tightly knit group simply because they are all small 
business owners and depend on one another to supply traffic for the district. 

Twelve Points merchants responded to the proposal by packing their way 
into a small room where the board of works conducts its business and asking 
city officials, “What congestion?” 

The Merchants claimed they depend on some congestion to generate traffic 
for their stores. One merchant identified a specific time of 4:45 p.m. to 5:15 
p.m. each Friday when traffic is congested. Is it worth it to change the traffic 
flow and eliminate parking spaces for minimal congestion? Most of the 
merchants have been in business in their stores for several years and they 
probably know what is best for them. 

The board of works has three members and they are appointed to their 
positions by the mayor. They are not elected, and therefore, not responsible 
to the electorate except by the fact that they are an executive arm of the 
mayor. 

The board initially delayed action on the proposal and this week announced 
that the plan would be withdrawn. While no one likes to lose, and in this case 
we feel no one lost, the city board of works did the right thing. We are not 
against change. We do feel changes ought to be made for the better. No doubt 
left-turn lanes would have improved traffic flow. But traffic would have 
flowed away from those small businesses in the quaint northside village.

Some merchants in the Twelve 
Points area are more than a little 
unhappy with a proposal approved 
earlier this weck by the Terre Haute 
Board of Public Works and Safety 
that would eliminate as many as eight 
parking spaces and a loading zone to 
make room for six left turn lanes in 
Twelve Points. 

On May 27 the board withdrew a 
broader proposal to install nine turn 
lanes in Twelve Points after 
merchants objected because it would 
have eliminate 20 to 25 parking spaces 
in the area. 

Merchants are disturbed by the 
approval of the new proposal 
because, as one said, “everybody 
thought it (the issue) was dead.” ’ 

The proposal approved Wednesday 
calls for the removal of a loading zone 
in front of Katherine Hamilton’s 
Twelve Points Recovery Center on 
North 13th Street; three spaces on 
Lafayette Street in front of the 
Merchants National Bank; one: 15- 
minute parking spot on the east side 
of 13th just south of Maple Avenue; 


and four or five parking spaces on the 


north side of Maple east of 13th. 
Some Twelve Points merchants 
told The TRIBUNE Thursday that:the 
elimination of the parking spaces 
would hurt their businesses. 
“Im going to lose everything,” 


Bowling and Trophy Company, said. 
The proposal would remove parking 
spaces bordering his business, he 
added. 

No one was present at the board 
meeting this week to voice opposition 
to the proposal. Tharon Geckeler, 
city controller and board president, 
said she contacted two area 
merchants before the decision was 
made. The merchants were to contact 
other interested persons, she said. 

Mrs. Geckeler declined to name the 
tnerchants she contacted. 

Tom Brown, owner of Carpet King, 
said he “knew absolutely nothing” 
about the meeting. Brown said the 
elimination of a 15-minute parking 
space would hurt his business. 

Mrs. Geckeler said the proposal 
will not hurt the area businesses. ‘‘If 
anything we've helped them,” she 
said. 

“We're really affected by this,” 
Steve Kostyo, owner of 
Beverages, said “Some people won t 
be able to stay in business.” 

Guy Newman, manager, of the 
Merchants National Bank Twelve 
Points branch, said he knew of the 
board’s intention prior to the Wednes- 
day meeting. Officials at the bank’s 
main office approved of the city’s 
proposal, even though three spaces in 
front of the bank will be eliminated, 
he said. 
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Tom Rollo, ange 0 Jers Tw Newman also said he contacted one 


merchant before the meeting took 
place. 


Originally, City Engineer Louis © 


Glascock, who submitted the first 
proposal to the board, said the turn 
lanes were necessary to relieve traf- 
fic congestion in the area. 

Rollo said a traffic problem doesn’t 
exist in the area, except during the 
time between 4 and 5 p.m. 

Jim Poff, owner of Poff’s Sporting 
Goods, said area merchants assumed 
city officals would not take further 
action after the earlier proposal was 
withdrawn. 

“Everybody thought it was dead,” 
he said. 

A group of merchants met in- 
formally Thursday afternoon and told 
The TRIBUNE they are concerned 


that the board is trying to carry out 
the original plan one step at a time. 

Brown said some Twelve Point 
merchants who aren't affected by the 
latest proposal may not see any re- 
ason to oppose the board’s decision.. 

Rollo said a group of the 
merchants, 
directly affected by the proposal, are 
seeking an appointment with Mayor 
Pete Chalos to discuss the board's 
decision. If necessary the group will 
hire an attorney and sue the city, he 
said. 

The group maintains the proposal 
will create another ‘‘dead’’ area in 
the city. 

“We took a part of town that was 
deader than hell and brought it 
back,” Rollo said. “Why are they 
trying to kill it again?”

There is no traffic congestion in the 
Tweive Points area of Lafayette and 
even if there is its good for business, 
area business owners said Wednes- 
day. 

Furthermore, if the city wants to 
do something about the alleged traf- 
fic problem, some way other than the 
proposal which calls for eliminating 
parking places should be found. 

These are the sometimes conflict- 
ing messages which were delivered to 
the Terre Haute Board of Public 
Works and Safety at its regular meet- 
ing Wednesday afternoon. 

Public interest sparked by the pro- 
position to install left turn lanes on 
Lafayette and Maple avenues and 
13th Street at the expense of 20 to 25 
parking places, caused a last minute 
change in the meeting place of the 
board. 

More than 30 citizens, including a 
council member and a Chamber of 
Commerce representative, as well as 
reporters from two television and two 
radio stations and both newspapers 
overflowed the small conference 
room where the board usually meets. 

One area merchant, Donald Kesler, 
told the board members present that 
he has watched traffic go by his 
restaurant for six years and the only 
congestion is on Friday afternoons 
between 4:45 and 5:15. 

“I can't-see where you people find 
congestion,” Kesler added. 

However, "congestion is what we 
live on,” Max Misner, of Village 
Hardware stated. Passengers in cars 
which have waiting at a light can see 
merchandise in a window and decide 
to stop and shop, he explained. 

The only ones who would benefit by 
alleviating the congestion at Twelve 
Points are Illinois drivers who just 
want to get home. They are not 
interested in stopping to spend 
money, Misner said, they spend their 
money and pay their taxes where they 
live. 

The merchants who own shops in 
Twelve Points pay their taxes to the 
city and the congestion “‘is good for 
business,” according to Misner. 

If anything, several people said, 
the city: should be concerned with 
slowing traffic in the area, not speed- 
ing things up. Senior citizens, and 
children in the area were mentioned
